In order that fruits may be held for
long periods in storage it 18 necessary
that a uniform low temperature he
maintained in the storercom With
many products a uniform temperature
is of more importance than a low
temperature. With apples, which is
the crop usually held in storage, It is
desgirable that the fruit reach
vanced state of maturity upon the
tree, but that the ripening process be
checked immediately when the {ruit is
placed in stornge. This sudden check
cannot be effected in ordinary storage
ot picking time. It ig therefore neces-
sary that the storage house be pro=
vided with means for reducing the
temperature to the required point and
holding it there until natural condlk
tions permit the introduction of cold
pir from the outside.

Severnl systems have been used for
accomplishing this result. The sim-
plest is to build the ice house as n two-
glory structure and to store the ice
rbove and the frutt below. The lce
may be stored at harvest time in an
joe house or in an ice chamber ar-
ranged over the room in which the

fruit is to be held, or the place may |
